IN WAGE DISPUTE 


Sixty carpenters at work on the 12th 
street viaduct were called out on‘strike 
last night by Harry Jensen, president 
of the carpenters’ district council. A 
walkout of all other carpenters em- 
ployed on city work is in prospect as 
the result of a wage dispute. 

The controversy was precipitated 
when thirty. men were,laid off af the 
viaduct and paid at the rate of $1.10 
an hour. Union officials contend the 
rate in force since April 1 should have 
been $1.25, the counci] finance commit- 
tee and City Engineer Alexander Mur- 
doch having been informed of the 
change in scale on Feb. 2. They de 
clare contractors are paying the high- 
er wage.

President Nails Rumors. 

Shortly after 6 o’clock the depositors 
in large groups came hurrying to the 
bank. There was no hesitation in pay- 
ing them, but officials sought the rea- 
son. : 

Three stories were told: that it was 
rumored that the Metropolitan State 
had some connection with ‘the Six- 
teenth Street bank, which recently was 
closed pending a reorganization; that 
there was a rumor the bank had been 
robbed, and the misapprehension that 
the failure of William Gormley to be 
elected alderman would cause a deple 
tion of the bank’s funds. 

John B. Brenza, president, allayed 
the fears of most patrons by these ex- 
postulations: “ We are in no way af- 
filiated or connected with the Sixteenth 
Street bank. We installed a new bur- 
giar alarm system Saturday, and it 
was tested three times during the 
night; there was no robbery. My 
brother, Dr. 8. A. Brenza, was threat- 
ened for supporting Dever for ,mayor 
and Gormiey for alderman.” “ 

Offiers $5,000 Reward. 

There is mare than $600,000 in cash 
in the bank’s vaults for any demands 
today, the president asserted. This

“is not enough to cause serious misgivings.” 

That is the trouble with it. It is high time we 
had serious misgivings. If each congress raises 
the quota by 200,000 or 300,000 on the theory that 
the increase is not enough to cause serious mis- 
givings, the fight for American nationality is lost. 

The chamber of cOmmerce committee's scheme 
is vicious in method also. It proposes to vest in 
the President a wide authority in selection on a 
basis of demonstrated social and economic needs, 
whatever that may mean. The President should 
have no such responsibility thrust upon him. Ad- 
mission to the country should be laid down on 
definite lines by the legislative branch of govern- 


,{M@Ment. If congress hasn't the self-respect and the 


patriotism to withstand the various pressures for 


the executive to do much better in the long run. 
It is a legislative responsibility to establish ea 
policy and it should not be shirked. 

As a matter of fact, this country needs a cessa- 
tion of immigration and plenty of time to assimi- 
late our present enormous new population. If we 
cannot see that as a primary necessity, we are 
blind, indeed, This is no time to relax a policy of 
national ‘protection which is barely begun. 

The economic pressure for more cheap labor 
should be resisfea:’ Our political and our social 
character are at stake. To offset a shortage of 
labor, America can rely upon her gifts of mechani- 
cal invention and of organization. Machinery can 
do more than it does today and it will do more if it 
has to. But even if we had reached a limit, it 
| would be better to accept an economic sacrifice 
than to permit deterioration and disintegration of 
national character through the further admission 
of aliens beyond our powers of assimilation.

I cannot take space to give any per- 
sonal experience of the destruction re 
sulting from these vandals of the bird 
kingdom, which concerns its outlaw el¢e- 
ment just as much as does the animal 
world, or*human kind itself. Suffice i 
to say that our decreasing song and in- 
sectivordus birds, essential to the life of 
man, need every ounces of protection 
they can secure from. their own kind a@ 
well as alien enemies. I consider your 
editorial. om the subject invaluable in 
calling attention to facts that so few of 
us know—quite in line with your active 
support {tn the. conservation of all = 
natural resources.
